a first aperture configured to articulatably retain a second slat; and 
first and second shoulders that separate the boss from the aperture; and 
an engaging track connected with the body and including a hook configured to couple 
with and articulate within a space a second aperture of a third slat. 

29. (Previously presented) The slat of claim 28, wherein the retention device includes a 
retention screw. 

30. (Currently amended) The slat of claim 28, wherein the hook of the engaging track is 
offset from a longitudinal cross-sectional axis of the body by an acute angle. 

3 1 . (Previously presented) The slat of claim 30, wherein the acute angle is about 20 degrees. 



32. (Currently amended) A slat for displaceable engagement with a shutter casing, the slat 
comprising: 
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a body; 

a receptacle track connected with the body and including!

means for displaceably engaging the slat with the shutter casing;-and 

a first aperture wh e r e in th e lip and guard d e fin e a spac e configured to 
articulatably retain a second slat; and 

first and second shoulders that separate the boss from the aperture; and 
an engaging track connected with the body and including a means for coupling with and 
articulating within a-spaee a second aperture of a third slat. 

33. (Currently amended) A roller shutter for displaceable engagement with a shutter casing, 
the roller shutter comprising: 

a first slat; and 

a second slat; 

wherein the first slat includes: 
a body; 

a receptacle track connected with the body and including; 

a r e c e ptaol e boss , lip and guard, wher e in th e rec e ptacl e is configured to 
receive a retention device that is configured to displaceably engage the shutter 
casing;-aHd 

an aperture wher e in th e lip and guard defin e a spac e configured to 
articulatably retain the second slat; and 

first and second shoulders that separate the boss from the aperture; and 
wherein the second slat includes: 
a second body; and 

an engaging track connected with the second body and including a hook 
configured to couple with and articulate within the spaee- aperture of the first slat. 
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34. (Currently amended) The slat of claim 3233, wherein the receptacle track and the 
engaging track are further configured so that movement between the receptacle track of the first 
slat and the an-engaging track of the second slat along a longitudinal cross-sectional axis of the 
first and second bodies is limited to about 0.043 inches or l e ss . 
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
